teamer Warrimoo arrived here Satur- 
ay night from Honolulu, bringing 


news of happenings there up to Febru- 
ary 2. On board the Warrimoo are three 
men who have been exiled by the Ha- 
vaiian government for participation 
in the recent rebellion. 
They are 


r. Cranston, A, Mueller and J. B. 
(ohnson. Mr. Cranston, upon arrival 
lere, sent for the American consul. 
le intends placing his case in the 
lands of the American authorities, and 
vill seek redress for the expulsion of 
dueller, Johnson and himself. 


Six of the rebels have Ireen sen- 


tenced to death for complicity in the 
recent uprising. The general belief in 
[lonolulu, however, was that no capi- 
tal punishment would be meted out to 
the rebels, the first hot feeling of re- 
sentment against the disturbers hav- 
ing passed away and given place to 
one of mercy and moderation. 


The trial of the ex-queen has prob- 


ably already occurred. The charges 
and specifications were served upon 
her on January 31, and the trial was 
set for the following week. 
Her own 


diary, found at Washington palace, 
will be put in as important evidence 
against her. The impression is gen- 
eral that she will plead guilty. 


Among the passengers who arrived 


on the Warrimoo was F. W. Holmes, 
private secretary to Hawaiian Minister 
of Finance Damon. 


The Advertiser of January 31 pointed- 


ly animadverted upon the impropriety 
of foreign representatives interfering 
with local political affairs, and by 
their interposition embarrassing the 
action of the new government, Within 
a few days much resentment has beeu 
expressed about some interference of 
this nature which has recently come to 
light. It ,is positively asserted that 
early in the recent outbreak United 
States Minister Willis and British 
Commissioner Ilawes joined in re- 
questing President Dole to reprieve 
the British and Americans supposed to 
be under sentence of death uutil such 
a .time as their respctive governments 
could be communicated with and in- 
structions received as to the course of 
action they should pursue. 


President Dole has not yet replied to 


this request, and it is not positive that 
the capital sentence will be carried 
out. The heated outcry for such ex- 
ecutions which prevailed here at first 
has subsided. There is no doubt but 
that the. executive will extend to the 
ex-queen the utmost clemency con- 
sistent with tbe public safety. 


The trial of V. V. Ashford lasted 


during part of four days. Nowlein 
testified to having arranged with Ash- 
ford for that part of ! the proposed at- 
tack on the 3d which was to be made 
from tbe fish market. 
Davies testified 


to having consulted Ashford about 
getting and landing the arms on the 
day 
he went to sea to meet the 


schooner. 
Kaal testified to his copying' and the 


ex-queen signing on the 28th of Decem- 
ber a commission for V. V. Ashford as 
an associate justice of the supreme 
court. 
.Several witnesses testified to Now- 


lein'e repeated interviews with Ash- 
ford. 


A vigorous defense was made for the 


accused. Both himself and his brother 
testified that the interviews with Now- 
lein related to various items of legal 
business, especially as to advice what 
to do in case of a search warrant com- 
ing to Washington palace. 


V. V. Ashford testified that he was 


attorney for Davis in various claims 
made against him. He stated that he 
knew nothing about the arms or the 
proposed movement 
He had advised 


Davis to keep clear of any movement 
conducted by natives, as it would 
fail. 
Nowlein 
had 
said 
to 
him 


that if the natives rose they would 
rise as one. Arms %vere not necessary — 
they could accomplish the undertak- 
ing with clubs. He had told Nowlein 
that there was no possible chance of 
the restoration of the monarchy, and 
the ex-queen's sun had set when she 
refused the terms of Minister Willis. 
He was surprised to learn that such a 
foolhardy attempt had been made to 
restore the monarchy, and said that he 
had been in ill-health for some months 
and in no condition to take part in the 
movement. 


On the 1st day of February the court 


proceeded with the trial of twenty-two 
natives. The 'decision and sentences 
of the court will probably be pro- 
nounced after the conclusion of the 
ex-queen's trial. .

the Chinese Envoys. 


LONDON, Feb. 11.—The Times' corre- 


spondent in Pekin telegraphs that full 
powers of negotiation have been con- 
ferred upon the Chinese envoys in Ja- 
pan with a view to renewing the at- 
tempts to secure peace. 


From Wei-Hai-Wei the Times has 


this dispatch, dated February 4: "Six- 
teen Chinese war ships and twelve tor- 
pedo boats are in the harbor and can- 
not escape. Some have come close to 
shore to attempt to land their crews 
and let them escape, but the Japanese 
drove them off. 
Gen. Otera and a Jap- 


anese war correspondent were killed. 
The Japanese troops are in good health 
and under strict discipline."

The body on, 
which was found documents designa- 
ting it as that of Edward Muscovite, a 
second-cabin passenger on the Elbe, 
has been identified by the true Edward 
Muscovitz as that of Daniel Guttmann, 
one of the three brothers who had em- 
bezzled nearly 200,000 florins in Hun- 
gary and were fleeing to America. 
Guttmann married Edward Muscovitz's 
sister and booked under his name to 
avoid detection,

Bedbnei ai Conveyors of Tuberculoui and 


Other Infection. 


French sanitarians are just now con- 


liderably agitated over the question of 
>edbugs. Dr. Felix Bremond argued 
>efore the commission of hygiene that 
he bedbug is a nuisance and a cause of 
lisease, and so thoroughly convinced 
he commission of the correctness of 
lis ideas that the extermination of the 
jedbug in infested lodging houses was 
rdered forthwith. 
But the lodging- 


louse keepers had become so much at- 
,achcd to the society of this cheerful 
et that they entered a vigorous protest 
o the demands of the commission, and 
ontested the decision in the courts, 
'ith the result that the municipal 
ouncil and the state courts reversed 
he decision of the commission of hy- 
iene, and thus the bugs were deliv- 
•ed from the imminent peril which 
ireatened them, and the tenants of 


c leap lodging houses in Paris still fur- 
nish food for these hungry phleboto- 
mists. 


Drs. Bremond and De Wevere have 


made a careful study of the relation of 
bedbugs to health, and have shown 
that this loathsome insect is a menace 
to health, not only by reason of the loss 
of sleep and of food directly attributa- 
ble to its ravages, but also through it 
becoming the means of transmitting 
the microbes of tuberculosis. 
One 


case is cited in which such a communi- 
cation 
of 
disease took place. 
A 


young man died of tuberculosis. Short- 
ly afterward, his brother, who occu- 
pied his bed, became infected with gen- 
eral tuberculosis. The physician in at- 
tendance noticed that he bore marks 
of many attacks by bedbugs, and, being 
led to suspect this source of infection, 
examined the bugs, and found that a 
large portion of them carried tuber- 
cular bacilli in their alimentary canals. 
Rabbits bitten by the same bugs con- 
tracted the disease and quickly died of 
it. An infusion made from the bugs 
by crushing them was also found to 
contain the microbes, and when in- 
jected into small animals quickly gave 
rise to the disease. 


This is a question which ought to re- 


ceive the attention of the sanitary au- 
thorities In our great cities. It has 
long been known that flics may com- 
municate cholera, charbon and other in- 
fections, as erysipelas and possibly yel- 
low fever. It has also long been known 
that earth worms are ameansof dispens- 
ing charbon infections. Mosquitoes con- 
vey certain animal parasites, as falaria; 
possibly also the parasites of malaria. 
It is possible that many insects may be 
engaged in this mischievous activity. 
This is a matter to which sanitarians 
may well give consideration.—Medical 
News.

LONDON, Feb. 11.—The Central News

"On the nifrht of January SO the Jap- 


anese torpedo fleet entered the bay at 
Wei-Hai-Wei, but the Japanese in the 
western forts, 
supposing1 that the 


boats were from the Chinese squadron, 
opened a heavy fire and compelled 
them to withdraw. 


January 31 was raw and blustering. 


Toward evening it snowed heavily. 
The war ships, their guns and the tor- 
pedo boats

ture an attack. The second attempt 
upon the Chinese was deferred there- 
fore until the night of February -J. 
when an advance of the torpedo boats 
was ordered. 
The Chinese were on 


the watch, however, and scouts dis- 
covered the Japanese in time to give 
general warning. The torpedo fleet 
was forced to withdraw without even 
approaching the Chinese squadron. 


February 8 \v as passed in prepara- 


tions for another attack. 


On tlie aight of February 4 the Chi- 


nese were less vigilant than formerly. 
The Japanese torpedo boat Ming Ling 
stole in upon the Chinese fleet and, 


j while .entirely unobserved, launched 


I two torpedoes at the Liun Yueng. 
The big ironclad began to go down al- 
most immediately after being struck. 


Tlie .Ming Ling lost eight men in 


getting away. Fifteen otlier torpedo 
boats took part in the attack, and two 
of them broke their propellers on rocks 
or floating obstructions. On the night 
of the 5th one Japanese torpedo boat 
approached the 
Chinese fleet and 


launched seven torpedoes, sinking two 
-war ships and a gunboat. 


The correspondent in Tokio -eays 


-that the Chinpse still hold ports on 
the island of Liu Rung Tao. 


•On .the 6th the Japanese made an un- 


snicuesbful attack upon the uncaptured 
-ior.ts,. On the 7th the cruisers and 
g-unboats aided the attacking Japanese 
troops with a hot cannonade, but the 
main iforts remained in the enemy's 
hands. 


Of the forts captured by the Japan- 


.ese at Wei-Hai-Wei, the western group 
is useless, but the eastern group is in 
fine condition, and is armed through- 
out with<excellent guns, which are of

"FOR COD'S SAKE, COME AHD SAVE US.' 


Eleven Unfortunate Men Seen to Drop 


One by One from the Rigging of 


Their Ship Into the Sea — 


Life-Savers Baffled. 


AB fnlrnonrn Vessel Ashore at P 


PATCIIOOUE, L. I., Feb. 10.— An un- 


known schooner came ashore as the 
last man had been rescued from the 
Manning. The life-savins: crew with 
their upparatus, were then on boani 
the Manning. ]t required two hours 
of hard work to attach a life line to 
'the unknown wreck, but its crew was 
powerless to avail themselves of the 
succor. 


Three of the men died while hang- 


ing in the air and their bodies were 
dashed against the side of the vessel 
Sbvera; others were washed over- 
board, but how many is not definitely 
known. Two men are in the rigging 
still al ve. Cries of "For God's sake 
save ut" are heard coming from the 
unfortunate men, but the surf ia so 
high that it is impossible to launch a 
boat. 


At dusk last night these men were 


still in the rigging. The scene is a 
most di stressing one. 


At 7 o'clock a Merritt wrecking tug

PATCHOGUE, L. I., Feb. 10.— It is 


stated t hat nine of the crew of the un- 
known schooner ashore off Lone Hill

Through a field glass some persons 
claimed to have seen eleven men in the 
rigging shortly after she struck, but 
one by one they fell into the sea from 
cold anil exhaustion until but two re- 
mained. 


The vessel struck in the outer bay 


off Lone Hill life-saving station. The 
life-saving crew, as soon as they dis- 
covered the vessel's plight, made prep- 
arations for a rescue. Their life-sav- 
ing apparatus was brought to the 
beach ;md a line shot over the vessel, 
but tlio unfortunate men who hud 
sought refuge in the rigging were un- 
able to ;,'et to it, probably because they 
were benumbed and thoroughly ex- 
hausted. 


The life-savers then attempted to 


launch their boat, but the high sea 
and wind made it impossible for them 
to do bo, and they were compelled to 
stand id ty by and see the poor sailors 
perish, lor an hour later the crew com- 
menced to drop into the water. This 
morning but two of their number re- 
mained. 


The schooner Manning, the crew of 


which was taken off in safety, and 
which went ashore near where the 
other ve isel struck, is in the outer bay 
and has all her bails set. ller rigging 
and hull is a solid mass of ice. The 
Manning is coal-laden, and was dis- 
covered off the Long Island shore Sat- 
urday noon. She stood off and along 
the bcac h for several hours with dis- 
tress sigaals set. She was commanded 
by Capt. John Manning, and is of 1,190 
tons burden. 


The voyage of the Ombria was con- 


eluded without further incident. 


John Vevera, Charles Hoffman and 


Eugene Schlegel, survivors of the Elbe 
disaster, ivere passengers on the Um- 
bria. When interviewed at Quaran- 
tine Mr. Vevera said: 


"At the time of the collision I was 


dozing in the smoking room, as my 
cabin was 
too cold for comfort. 


With 
me was Mr. Wix, of New 


York. It was a very sudden shock, 
and none of us had the least warn- 
ing of trouble. 
I rushed out on 


deck, and made an attempt to find 
my niece, who was belo-rc in charge of 
the stewardess. I found I could not 
[jet down to the second cabin, and I 
made my way to the promenade deck 
on the port side. I heard orders being 
shouted, and the passengers were be- 
ing massed on the starboard side. I 
saw some sailors trying to clear away 
a boat on the port side, and I ap- 
proached them. 
The ship was hove 


down on the port side so that the lower 
deck was almost level with the water's 
edge. 1 do not think that the boat's 
falls were frozen, as has been stated. 
Certainly I saw no ice. 


After some little difficulty, owing to 


the boat's grip being stuck with paint, 
she was lowered and we got into her. 
A woman was picked up as we left the 
side, bhe had evidently jumped from 
the upper deck. The boat was not a 
large one, and the twenty people in 
her made her so deep in the water that 
it was impossible to get any more in 
her without sinking her. From the 
time of the collision to the sinking 
was about twenty minutes." 


Mr. Vevera and Mr. lloffman re- 


ceived letters at Quarantine from 
their friends congratulating them on 
their safety. 


Neither tho Uinbria, the Manitoba
